\ The fret annual roport of the Korean Govern- 
‘nent Hospital at Saul, forthe yoat endivg April 
1th, 1886, has just boon received. This hospital 
is one of the good resulta of the ameute of 1884: 
Dr. H. N. Allen came to Séul in tho fall of that 
ear, and the riot of Decomber, in. which Min 
- Yong Ik was fearfally chopped up, gave him an 
opportunity for the introduction of Wester 
Modical Scionco. ‘Tho resulta -being such as to 
.\ ‘attradt the attontion of the Koreans favourably, 
_ many of them wished to have the benoit of the 
superior science. “A proposal for suoh an in- 
stitution,” days- the "report, “was therefore 
drawn up, and Liont. Goo, C,, Poulke, U.S. 
Chargé d'Affcires to Korea, transmitted the do- 
onment: to tho Korean Governmont. It was 
kindly received and acted upon at once, A good 
compound was seleated, buildings ‘mado over to 
suit our wants, saveral handred dollars appro- 
priated for medicines and appliances, and a full 
staff ‘of Korean officers appointed to represent 
the Government in this institution.” It was 
+ opened formally April 10th, 1885. At firat Dr 
Allen was alone. A fow weeks after the opon- 
ing.Dr. W. B. Soranton arrived ond lont his as- 
alstance until Dr. J. W. Horon came, who was 
specially sont out by tho, Presbytorian Road of 
Foreiga Missions to work.ia the hospital. Un- 
dar the management ofthese two physicians the 
hospital flourished; so the close of the firat yoar 
finda it woll established and patronized.
